What the Management Has Really Accomplished---Identity of the Various Conces- 


Nature has been exceptionally kind to Pali- 
sades Amusement Park in many ways—and what 
aature has or could not do, the Schenck Brothers 
have done. Consequently, the pleasure grounds 
located on the big bluff overlooking the majes- 
tic Hudson and the apartment district of New 
York City, is one of the most beautiful resorts 
that one can conceive. The timber on the 
Jersey heights is so tall, 6o frondiferous and so 
verdant, that the very image of the approach is 
sufficient to pre-dispose the recreation-seeker 
with a feeling of comfort, good will and sat- 
isfaction. Its verdure is only one of its assets— 
another is its height. As all of my readers re- 
call, in eressing the broad Hudson on the 130th 
Street Ferry, the resort seems to rest on the 
top of a veritable Mount Olympus, lofty and 
high above the riverbed. Its approach seems 
a most toilsome and arduous task, and one be- 
gins immediately to picture mechanical hoists 
and elevating contrivances, such as the incline 
planes in Cincinnati and Pittsburgh, necessary to 
reach the luring land. Surface cars wind in 
and out and in a very brief and pleasurable 
journey of five minutes the entrance of the park 
is reached. This height insures the resort 
against torridity and stifling calms and gives it 
the coolest and breeziest zephyrs that any park 
Immediately near New York possesses. 

This glacial-formed height affords the person 
Standing on its crest a view up and down the 
Hudson River for many miles and also offers 
him a picture of the Harlem River section of 
the American metropolis. This is a tremen- 
dous advantage. 

Still another wonderful asset is its proximity 
to so much of New York City and to the towns 
and cities in New Jersey. Surface cars cours- 
ing through the most scenic section of the 
mosquito state connect with all the Jersey 
towns along the river as well as many that lie 
quite a distance inland. Then, too, the bulk 
of New York's amusement-attending citizens 
live in the vicinity of the Harlem River. The 
park is very accessible to these. Those on 
Washington Heights find no inconvenience in 
making the journey—in fact, everyone knows 
and goes to the Schenck Brothers’ openair en- 
terprise. Its position on the rocky mount allows 
it to present a view of panoramic splendor 
when the Palisades Amusement Park sign is 
electrically illuminated and when the ferris 
wheel, circle swing and carousels are whirling 
in activity and operation, 

The plot of forty-five acres is leased by 
the Schenck Brothers (Nicholas and Joseph, 
both of Marcus Loew connection) from the Pali- 
@ades Realty Co., of Fulton Street, New York 
City. It has been operating as a park under 
their regime for the last three years. Nicholas 
Schenck is its general manager. None other 
than our popular friend, Nellie Revell, she who

QUIET RIDES. 


The Double Whirl. built and owned by 0. B. 
Danner, and run by him for the past seven

years, is an extremely popular ride with women 


and children. Arms supporting four cars, hold- 
ing ‘two people each, turn after the fashion of 
a Ferris Wheel, and at the same time revolve 
slowly around upon a central axis, giving two 
varieties of pleasureable movement. The ride is 
ten cents, with repeats, five cents. Frank La- 
berty is engineer for Mr. Danner. ‘ 

The Giant Carousel, in Fairyland, that part 
of the park along ‘the river, is another highly 
popular ride. It has a capacity of 12,000 to 
15,000 per diem, and under the management of 
F. Ryle, is raking in the shekels. 

Charles Browning, who is the first man to 
take a nickel off the grounds at Riverview with 
his miniature railway, operates three of these 
devices now, the trackage of each approximating 
one-half mile each. He built his own equip- 
ment in Denver, Col., and operates similar rides 
and concessions in Kansas City, Milwaukee, Win- 
nipeg and Findlay. Ohio He has been in the 
show business for the past fifteen years, having 
operated the pony track and natatorium across 
from Sans Souci for several years. 

The Thousand Islands is one of the largest and 
most picturesque old mill rides in the world. It 
occupies the inner course of the Royal Gorge Rai!- 
way, which is parked in delightfully attractive 
fashion. The Island Amusement Company are 
proprietors, and Charles Frahm is the mauager. 

W. Leipold, who is a native of Australia, and 
a showman with experience in every part of the 
world, has been operating pony, donkey and 
goa't tracks for the past five years in Riverview 
with great success. In addition to these, he has 
lately installed a miniature automobile track,

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DISASTROUS PARK FIRES 


Conflagration Sweeps Over Cincinnati Amusement Resort and Destroys Property 
Valued at $100,000---Big Blaze at Medford, Mass., Park Completely 
Wipes Out Grand Stand, Causing a Loss of $25,000 


RECAPITULATION OF 1911 FIRES AT AMERICAN AMUSEMENT PARKS 


CHESTER PARK FIRE. 

A fire which threatened for a while to destroy 
the entire enclosure of Chester Park, Cincinnati's 
favorite amusement resort, broke out about 5:30 

- m., Monday, August 14. The first reports 
e@tated that the entire park was consumed, but 
this was untrue. The vaudeville pavilion, scen 
ie rallway, tickler and part of the figure eight, 
es well as iunch stands and other smaller con 
eessions were in the path of the flames, but the 
biggest part of the park was saved. The prop- 
erty loss ia estimated at $100.000. The opera 
house, clubhouse and the new derby racer were 
fn imminent danger of being burned, but for- 
tunately the wind was very slight during the 
fire and the department succeeded in saving these 
buildings. The rear veranda of the clubhouse 
was badly scorched, however. All of the bulld- 
ings in the fire zone faced the lake, and Immedi- 
ately on the morning following the fire, Col. 
Ike Martin, manager of the park, began re- 
moving the debris and reconstructing the board- 
walk along the lake. While no attempt will 
be made to rebuild the destroyed portion of 
Chester thie season, Manager Martin ia eager to 
secure plane immediately. The Billboard will 
offer prizes for the three best suggestions for 
rebuilding the park, full details of which con- 
test are printed on another page of this issue. 

$25,000 FIRE AT MEDFORD. 

Boston, Mase., August 14 (Special to The 
Billboard).—It is suspected that an incendiary 
is responsible for the destruction of the palatial 
grandstand at Combination Park, Medford, Maes., 
which was burned on Saturday evening, August 
12, at 11 o’clock. The toss is estimated at 
$25.000 and is fully covered by insurance. 

The fire was a very spectacular one and 
thousands of people from the surrounding sub- 
urbs and Boston witnessed the sight from the 
bills surrounding the park. Mr. George A. Graves 
is the owner and Mr. Chas. Lockwood manager. 

The grandstand was 100 feet deep, 275 feet 
long, 100 feet high, having a central tower 150 
feet in height and two other towers nearly as 
high. The seating capacity was 3.000 and it 
was one of the most finely-appointed in the 
country in its day. 

CONEY ISLAND FIRES. 


The park season of 1911 will be long remem- 
bered by park proprietors and managers as one 
femarkable for its disastrous fires. While it 
is impossible to estimate the property loss with 
any degree of accuracy, it can safely be said 
that at least five million dollars were lost as 
a result of these conflagrations. The greatest 
destruction to an amusement park caused by fire 
eince the holocaust that leveled the famous 
Steeplechase Park at Coney Island during the 
summer of 1907, was the devastating empyrosis 
which wiped out the magnificent Coney Island 
resort, Dreamland, on the morning of May 29. 
The extent of this conflagration was not con- 
fined to Dreamland only, as many concessions on 


Surf Avenue were destroyed. ' 

For a time, after the first outbreak of the | 
flames, the whole isiand seemed doomed. A 
fitful, shifting wind drove the fire first one way 
and then the other. Lack of water pressure 
necessitated the scattering of the fire-fichting 
force where the blazes were liveliest, and the 
constant shifting of engines and hose lines to 
meet new points of the flame’s attack, made 
concentration of effort impossible. 

After four hours of the hardest kind of work 
by practically all of the fire-fighting apparatus 
within striking distance of the island, assisted 
by the private departments of Luna Park and 
Dreamland. which have been kept organized since 
they gave the Fire and Flames Show, they final 
ly got the flames under contro). 

Dreamland had been closed to the public about 
two hours, when James Lillis; a night watch 
man, discovered the blaze in Hell Gate, a boat 
ride, which is just inside the ‘entrance of the 


park on the right. Quickly the flames enveloped | 


the surrounding buildings, which, just coated 
with fresh paint, burned like a train of powder. 

The firemen led their hose through the only 
two entrances from the front into Dreamland 
One entrance is through the spectacle Creation 
on the north, and the other between Steuben- 
bord’s and Stratton’s hotels on the south. 

So rapidly did the flames shoot around, that 
the firemen were driven out of what later be- 
came a rea! circle of fire. They had to content 
themselves with working from the outside. To 
offset the disadvantage of their not being able 
to get to the beach front of Dreamland or any 
of the other threatened places, were the three 
fireboats, Zophar Mills, New Yorker,and Seth 
Low, which steamed up at top speed on a 
telephone alarm from Captain Robinson. 

These, unaffected by the low water pressure, 
as they pumped the water right out of the 
ocean, saved part of the chutes and pier, and 
also flooded other buildings on the water front. 
Even their high-powered pumps were unable to 
~ much toward checking the flames further in- 
shore. 


that the fire occurred at night after all visitors 
had left Dreamland, otherwise there might have 
been a tremendous toll of buman life and every 
park in the country would have suffered from de- 
| pletion of patronage, as the theatres did after 
| the Iroquols Theatre fire in Chicago. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery. One 
theory is that a kettle of tar, with which 
| several workmen were tarring the roof of one of 
j}the concessions in Dreamland was upset and 
|gave inception to a blaze which soon got beyond 
control. This rumor is cgrroborated by a local 
apothecary, who says that a few minutes after 
the fire is presumed to have started, a man 
came to him for treatment of a broken finger 
and a hand burned by tar. 

Dreamland, thus completely wiped out, has 
not been rebuilt, nor is it likely the park will 
ever be reconstructed. Another fire at Coney 
Island, which for a time caused the managers 
and owners anxiety, eccurred on Saturday morn- 
ing, July 15, when flames swept the Tunnels 
of Love, located at the furthermost extremity 
of the Bowery near Steeplechase Park. Prompt

When Dreamland had been nearly burned out 
a brisk wind sprang up suddenly from the north- 
east, driving the sparks along the avenue, and 
in a few moments hundreds of smali fires had 
started and soon expanded. Proprietors and 
employees of threatened buildings fought val- 
lantly to save their property. 

In the meantime, the animals in the old Bos- 
tock arena were howling in terror. Some of 
the smaller and less dangerous animals were 
driven into small traveling cages or roped and 
bound and were carried to nearby barrooms, 
hotels or even private houses back of the im- 
periled district. 

Captain Bonavita, having been instrumental in 
rescuing many of the cat animais, attempted 
to save the life of a young pet elephant, which 
knelt with its head in a corner and refused 
to move. Captain Bonavita was so intent upon 


his work of rescue that he had to be persuaded | 
| to leave the burning building. 


It is very fortunate for the park business 


action of the firefighters confined the flames to 
their place of origin and the damage done 
| amounted to about $5.000. Again, on the night 
| of July 28, Coney Island was threatened with de- 
| struction, when a fire started in Dicker’s Hotel, 
| Surf Avenue. After thirty minutes of hard 
fighting, however, the blaze was extinguished, 
and the loss amounted to $5,000 to the hotel. 


Surrounding buildings were slightly damaged by 
water. 


CHUTES PARK DESTROYED. 


While the newspapers were busy preparing 
| their stories of the Coney Island holocaust, the 
| news of the destruction of Chutes Park, San 
Francisco, was flashed across the wires. The 
fire started on the morning of May 29, and be- 
fore the flames could be extinguished, property 
to the value of $250,000 was destroyed. The 
Chutes fire was the most disastrous of the sea- 
son, excepting that of Dreamland.

TWO FIRES AT OLENTANGY. 


Olentangy Park, Columbus, Ohblo, had twe 
fires this season, the first being discovered before 
the blaze had gained headway. This fire oe. 
curred on May 28 and originated In a concessiag 
known as the Old Mill. The loss was slight, 
but, had not the fire been discovered in its ip. 
ciplency, it would undoubtedly have resulted 
fatally to the park, as the building in which 
the blaze originated was built of wood and 
canvas. The second fire at Olentangy was gore 
disastrous, resulting in a loss aggregated by 
the manager to exceed $50,000. This fire o 
curred on July 16 and several buildings wer 
leveled before the fire was gotten under con- 
trol. Two men were injured, but not fatally. 


RIVERVIEW. CHICAGO, THREATENED. 
A fire that started from an unknown cause 
vacant bullding on Northwest Avenve, 
caused a loss of $20,000 at Riverview Park, 
Friday night, June 30. Allen Moss and Henry 
Cunningham, who were sleeping on cots Inside 
the concession, Panoramic Tours of the World, 
were rescued with difficulty by the firemen. 
Half a dozen concessions were destroyed. Miss 
Anna West, night nurse at the Baby Incubator, 
was the first to give the alarm. She succeeded 
in removing her ten charges to a place of safety 
before the blaze gained headway. 


FIRE AT KANSAS CITY RESORT. 

Had it not been for a light wind, beautiful 
Electric Park, the pride of pleasure-seekers of 
Kansas City, Mo., would have been nothing more 
than a mass of smouldering ruins. As it is, 
the magnificent skating rink is but a bed of 
ashes, and indicates a loss of $12.000. The 
rink was at the northwest corner of the park, 
somewnat isolated from the other buildings, and 
according to the firemen, that was all that 
kept from destruction the rest of the buildings. 

The fire started at 10:30 o’clock on the night 
of June 21, and before those in the bullding 
could get the fire extinguishers to work, the 
flames had gotten such headway that it was 
impossible to control them. The fire department 
had hard work in keeping the flames from epread- 
ing and had to keep several lines of bose play- 
ing on other buildings. 

No sooner had the alarm been sent in thas 
nearly 7,000 persons were on the grounds, 
watching the firemen and park helpers hero- 
ically struggling with the flames. While there 
Was much crowding and jamming. five persons, 
mostly park employees, were slightly burned. 
They were M. J. Heim, manager of Electric; 
George Nescher. Jack Connors, Alfred Stafford, 
and Mrs. Carrie Beck, the cashier. 

The fire is believed to have been started by 
someone throwing a lighted cigar underneath 
the building, igniting some papers or other in- 
flammable substance. At the time the flames 
burst through the floor there were thirty couples 
skating, but they retired in the best order 
and there was no evidence of anyone becoming 
frightened. 


Both the work of the firemen and the police 
was deserving of praise; the work of the latter 
in keeping back the crowds and the saving of 
several automobiles from destruction, was com- 
mented upon by hundreds, 

The burned pavilion was the building used 
for the dog and poultry exhibit at the Missouri! 
Valley Fair. The structure to replace it will 
wd used for the same purpose at this year’s 
air. 

Electric Park was opened at its present lo 
cation May 19, 1907. Previous to that time, 
for six years it was located in the East Bot- 
toms. The park comprises twenty-eight and 
one-half acres, and the land and buildings rep 
resent an investment of $750,000.

All the new buildings must 
face the lake, and should consist of the follow- 
ing: Good-sized vaudeville pavilion, similarly lo- 
cated to the destroyed pavilion. This pavilion 
is to occupy the second floor of a building, the 
firet floor of which is to enclose restaurant, 
penny arcade, ladies’ and gentlemen's toilet 
rooms, and as many legitimate moneymaking 
concessions and devices as space will permit: to 
be on a level with boardwalk around the lake 
Riding devices, etc., are to occupy second floor 
height, and the first or groundfloor space is to 
be utilized. Suggestions for new and novel rid- 
ing devices will be particularly acceptable, but 
in outlining these suggestions, it should be re- 
membered that the space underneath such de 
vices is to be used. Owing to the limited 
amount of space in the park, it is necessary

ROSTAND BADLY INJURED 


Noted French Playwright whose Cyrano and Chanticler In- 
troduced Him so Favorably to the American Stage Sus- 
tains Injuries in Auto Accident that may Prove Fatal 


Biarritz, France, 
Billboard).--Edmond Eugene Alexis Rostand, 
the poet and dramatist, was seriously injured 
fm an automobile accident near here today. Phy- 
sicians have as yet been unable to determine 
What the outcome of his injuries will be. He 
is suffering from contusions of the head and 
body, and internal injuries are feared, 

M. Rostand was motoring from Les Bains to 
6t. Jean De Luz, when his machine skidded on 
a curve in the road, turned over and fell into 
@ fifteen-foot ditch, pinning the poet under it. 
He was accompanied by his chaffeur and a me- 
chanic, who were uninjured. 

M. Rostand, now 43 years old, was born in 
Marseilles in 1869, and commenced his educa- 
tion at the Lycee of Marseilles, but came to 
Paris and finished his education at the College 
Stanislas, a Catholic school, successfully passing 
bis law examinations in 1891. 

He started his literary career by publishing 
a book of poems, entitled Les Musardises, and 
eoon after wrote the Romanesques, a_ three- 
act play, which was produced at the Comedie- 
Francaise in 1894. That play which was very 
favorably received by the public and theatrical

critics was soon followed by La Princesse Loin- 
taine, which was given by Sarah Bernhardt at 
the Renaissance, and by La Samaritaine, a 
Biblic play, in. three acts. But undoubtedly the 
greatest success achieved by Rostand came in 
1897, when Cyrano de Bergerac was created by 
the great Coquelin, at the Porte St. Martin. 
Given over times in Paris alone, Cyrano de 
Rergerac was played in every town or village in 
France where there is playhouse. Four year: 
later, Rostand produced at the Sarah Bernhardt 
Theatre, L’Aiglon, a four-act play, in which 
the great Sarah played the part of the Duke of 
Reichstag, son of Napoleon. Although not 
meeting with the same success as its prede- 
cessor, L’Aiglon, it was very favorably receivea, 
and applauded alike in America, as weil as in 
England and France. 

It is needless to write of Rostand’s latest 
play, Chantecler, which is still in the memory 
of every theatre-goer, being actually on the 
stage in America, and only recently taken off 
here—Paris. 

Edmond Rostand is a Knight of the Legion 
of Honor, as well as a member of the French 
Academy.

While 
there were several other accidents in which 
there was cousiderable property loss to aero- 
planes and appurtenances, not another aviator 
sustained even ugly bruises in his quest of 
air laurels. 


In the main the weather conditions during the 
meet were ideal, although rain threatened 
through the earlier days, and the grounds were 
deluged with water for the first two or three 
nights. The attendance, due to the ideally ac- 
cessible location in the heart of a metropolis 
of 2,500,000 people, was the largest that has 
ever been gathered at a similar affair, and it 
is estimated that 4,500,000 people saw the events 
from first to last. 


Through an alleged erfor in reading his baro- 
graph, Oscar Brindley was credited with having 
attained a height of 11.726 feet, thus break- 
ing the world’s record for altitude. On Sat- 
urday the officials claimed to have rectified this, 
and announced that Brindley had attained only 
5,768 feet. Thus the altitude prize went to 
Phillip O. Parmalee, who held the next highest 
record for height attained. 

Bomb-throwing contests, in which sacks of 
flour were the missiles, showed the value of the 
aeroplane in naval warfare, and its value in 
naval scouting service was demonstrated by 
the flights over the lake, whereby the aviators 
were able to discover the remains of several sub-

MOISANTS IN DISFAVOR 


International Aviators Employ Their Usual Tactics Where 
They are Outclassed and have to Enter into Competition 
with Real Promoters of Aviation Meets 


The conduct of the Moisant International Avi- 
@tors at the Chicago Aviation Meet which closed 
August 20, caused considerable comment, prin- 
cipally on account of their continuing in the 
meet after poor St. Croix Johnstone’s death. By 
this action the Moisants showed that sentiment 
plays no part whatever with them in the avi 
ation business, and that it is the ‘‘almighty 
Gollar’’ first, last and always. 

The Moisants were in disfavor with the mul- 
titudes from the start, as Alfred J. Moisant on 
the very first day waded in with the attempt 
to have Frank Coffyn, the Wright aviator, de- 
barred from further participating in the meet, 
alleging that Coffyn, while carrying two passen- 
gers in his big biplane, had deliberately collided 
with a Moisant monoplane that was in the field 
being made ready for Rene Simon. As if Cof- 
fyn or any other man with an ounce of sense 
would endanger his own life and the lives of 
his passengers merely to put another machine 
out of the running. The protest was unsports- 
manlike and malicious, and the executive com- 
mittee very properly refused to even consider 
it. 

A number of aviators were cautioned against 
fiying over the crowd in the stands, and all re- 
frained from repeating the offense, with the ex-

MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. 


I have been asked within the past few days 
what seemed to me an unnecessary question. 
namely: The Value of Music as An Essentiat 
Part of the Theatre. 

By way of answer, I inquired ‘“‘how would 
the theatre be able to exist without music?’’ 
I recall that experiments have been made 
right here in New York City within the past 
year, to do away with the theatre orchestra, by 
substituting the automatic piano, chime bells, 
the installation of the phonograph, etc.; in 
some instances the curtain rising on a darkened 
and silent auditorium. The experiment was not 
a lasting one, and in each instance was aban- 
doned within a night or two after the at- 
tempted innovation. 

Music from time immemorial has been as 
necessary to the success of the theatre as the 
suffering heroine’s plea for mercy or the vil- 
would it be without the tremolo of the or- 
chestra as an accompaniment to its emotional 
suffering heroines plead for mercy or the vil- 
suffering heroine’s plead for mercy or the vil- 
lain’s taunting threats possess the same effect 
were the subdued music cues omitted? What 
would a comedy drama be without its lively 
Incidental curtain music or the introduction of 
an occasional song? Even with a_ so-called 
straight farce the orchestra plays an important 
part, and when it comes to musical comedy. 
light opera and song reviews, why the theatres 
presenting such entertainments are given over 
wholly to music. With this class of entertain- 
ment, it is music first, last and all the time. 

These conditions must be apparent to the 
most indifferent observer, and requines no fur- 
ther argument on my part to be made con- 
vincing. 

Where the value of a solitary song is con- 
cerned, I could cite innumerable instances where 
the introduction of an interpolated song at a 
critical point has been the saving of the entire 
production.' Songs of this description have been 
town talk in a single night. The performance 
in its entirety may have been only mediocre, 
but the introduced song possessed qualities both 
unique and out of the ordinary as to idea, 
lyric, construction and melody, with the result 
that an otherwise jaded andience have walked 
out of the theatre humming and whistling its 
refrain, and within a night or so people have 
crowded the theatre mainly to hear this one 
— number that has been so widely dis- 
cussed. 


I am not speaking from the viewpoint of 
the music publisher or the song writer, but 
simply as an observer of conditions that exist 
and will continue to be, so long as we have the- 
atres and the public demand amusement. 

Music is and must always be the very life 


and soul of the theatre.

What was the matter with me that I 
didn’t negotiate with this or that con- 
cessionaire or amusement device man- 
ufacturer in plenty of time?” But what 
avails his repentance at the eleventh 
hour? He had better control his out- 
bursts of regret and sobs of contrition. 
Thus it happens that the remissness of 
many an amusement resort manager 
forfeits a really meritorious patron- 
age-compelling device and substitutes 
an inferior one, because he awakens 
to his duties at too late a date. He 
can not attribute his discomfort to the 
amusement device manufacturer. This 
earnest fellow warns against delay to 
the limit of his capacity, but when he 
can gain no audience his sweet advice 
is wasted on the desert air.

*“*Well, here’s to Astoria,”’ said the President, 
as he pressed the button which flashed a signal 
across the continent that rang a gong in the 
stadium to announce .the starting of the celebra 
tion. Many passengers on the Boston Ex- 
press got off to witness the affair, and the 
President received an ovation fram the crowd. 
As the President started back to his car, one 
of the passengers remarked: “It’s only a 
tick in Baltimore, but it means the booming of 
cannons in Oregon.”’

Clarence Hamilton Retains Title by Defeating Henry Becker 
at Riverview Rink, Chicago—Milwaukee Rink Manager 
Returns After Long Trip of Investigation 


CHICAGO RINK NEWS. 


Chicago, August 18 (Special to The Billboard). 
Clarence Hamilton, world’s champion profes- 
sional roller racer, and hailing from Boston, 
retained his titie as champion at Riverview Rink 
last week when he defeated Henry Becker, 
city champion, and probably the smallest racer 
in the money game today. The series consisted 
of three races, the first going to Becker by a 
close margin, the second was wen by Hamilton 
by ten feet, and the third and deciding race 
was the closest match race ever seen in this 
city.

Becker, being a local boy, had the ad- 
vantage, being on his own track, while Hamil 
ton has been the winner of several world’s 


championship races on the banked track several 
years ago, so knew something of the pecutiari 
ties of the turns. When Starter Galligan placed 


the boys on the mark ready for the start, the 
crowd was so large that rules were made nec 
essary for the overflow on the track and extra 


ee were placed on the corners by Secretary 
Salteux. At the crack of the gun Becker jumped 
in the lead amidst great applause, taking the 
lead for four laps, when Hamilton was forced to 
set the pace for two laps. Becker, seeing a 
good opportunity of getting the lead, shot out in 
front with two laps to go and had a ten-foot 
lead on the Boston flyer and the crowd cheered 
the Riverview Rink star as he flew past the 
grandstand, expecting Manager Harmon's skater 
to win, but on taking the last turn Becker 
skated wide and Hamilton, going like a flying 
machine, crept in and held the rail until the 
finish, when he nosed out Beck by little less 
than a foot. Hamilton, by his. victery, was 
forced to skate out before the crowd several 
times and receive their applause for having won 
the best match race ever seen at the Northside 
rink.

PARK NEWS 


Baltimore Band Manager Signally Honored by Park Official 
—Noise of Coaster Annoys Philadelphians and Court 
Orders Overation of Concesssion Discontinued 


BAND MANAGER HONORED. 


Baltimore, Md., August 19 (Special to The 
Billboard).—There was an incfdent at River 
View Park August 15 that will be marked down 
as unique and unusual in the annals of history 
relating to summer parks. Attractions have 
come and gone in winter and summer and the 
managers of the different amusement exhibitions 
were highly gratified if the financial results 
accruing from thelr periodical visits met with 
their expectations. 

The Royal Artillery Band has been a feature 
at River View for the past eight summers. 
It came here as a stranger and it is now a fix- 
ture in the affections of the music lovers and 
citizens of Baltimore. Previous to the coming 
af this band, the citizens had only known the 
programs ase rendered by bands of local music- 
fans in small pumbers of fifteen or eighteen 
pleces. The Royal Artillery Band, with forty 
pieces olaying only classie and high-class music, 
was a dietinct novelty and proved an instanta- 
neous bit. The people bad become surfeited 
with ragtime, end the strains of Wagner, Gounod 
and other famous musicians were a great pleas- 
ure. The band has always been kept up to 
a standard of efficiency, and the excellent ren 
dition of music bas made this band and the 
park a great favorite with the public. When 
the weather is fayorable, large crowds are al 
ways at the park, seated in front of the big 
bandstand and enjoying the music. The man- 
agement of the park has attempted to present 
other bands, but the public was never satisfied 
without the Royal Artillery Band, which has 
become a favorite. That the people fully ap 
preciated this organization was shown in a pub 
lic demonstratton at the park on the date stated 
above. 

A committee of representative citizens met 
during July and gathered a fund, with which 
they purehased a handsome goki jewel sur 
rountled with diamonds and presented it to Mr. 
Joseph De Vito, the manager of the band, as a 
token of esteem of the music lovers in Balti 
more, On the evening stated, the committee 
assembled in the dining room in the Casino and 
Mr. De Vito, without any previous knowledge of 
the event, was requested to come into the 
room He was greatly surprised when he was 
handed the beautiful gift. Comptroller James 
F. Thrift, who represented Mayor James H. Pres- 
ton, presented the jewel after delivering an in 
leresting and well-chosen address. And this 
was not all. The leading Italian citizens alse 
testified their interest in Mr. De Vito in a 
similar manner, All the Italian societies held a 
picnic at the park so as to be present and make 
the event a matter of double importance. The 
prominent and wealthy Italians took a leading 
part in this event. As this city is one of the 
leading Atlantic fruit ports. many of these men 
are not only conspicuous in this lucrative trade, 
but control the steamship lines that bring the 
fruit from South America and Italy 

The Italians presented Mr. De ‘Vito with a 
solid gold medal as a token of esteem, which 
is neatly engraved and describing the purpose of 
the gift. The members of the band were per- 
mitted to subscribe their share towards the pur- 
wehase of these gold medals. The musicians have 
always been loyal to their manager and hold 
him in high esteem. 

Among the committees were: leading city offi- 
flals, professional men and prominent mer- 
chants who were actively interested in the be- 
half of Mr. De Vito in presenting him with 
these mementoes as a token of appreciation 
and gratitude for his efforts in affording Bal- 
timoreans so much musical pleasure. 

Among those present were: Giacoma Schiaf- 
fino, Italian consul; V. Demarco, Francis 
Sehanb, A. marco, J. S. O'Neill, Comptroller 
James P. Thrift, John B. Kelly, T. J. Birming- 
ham, Otto G. Simonson, Geo. D. Penniman, Wm. 
J. Gahan, Syivan Schenthal and thousands of 
patrons who came to witness the event. The 
members of the Italian societies presented a 
picturesque sight in the natty uniforms.

COURT STOPS COASTER. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 16 (Special to The 
Billboard).—Another attempt at Woodside Park 
to reduce to an wunobjectionable extent the 
noises from the Ben-Hur Racer and Whirlwind 
Coaster has gone awry, and Judge Staake, after 
a hearing last week saw no reason to modify 
the injunction order that recently stopped the 
operation of the two coaster railway amuse 
ments. The suit was brought by residents and 
property owners adjacent to the park, and after 
a patient hearing, their charges that the two 
devices, when running, constituted an intolerable 
nuisance, were sustained by the court. Since 
the injunction was granted the defendants 
metal strips with a padded wooden lining, and 
changed the lining of the tracks, replacing 
the alteration, they contended greatly lessened 
the noise of operation. Judge Staake made per- 
tonal observations on Saturday and Sunday even- 
ings, going around the vicinity of the park, in 
a motor car, and stopping at different points 
to listen at the noises from the park. He said 
be was convinced by his own ears that while 
the changes in the tracks had reduced the noises 
complained of, they had not removed the nui- 
sance. The court, therefore granted the motion 
of attorney David J. Smyth, for a continuance 
of the original injunction. 


FIRE AT DIXIELAND PARK. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Aug. 16.—Fire of unknown 
origin visited Dixieland Park at 1 o'clock on 
the morning of August 15 and totally destroyed 
the main exposition building, a structure 300 
by 400 feet, and also many of the concession 
booths.

Later on bis 
adoption, really by a woman who plans to re- 
generate him, results in the awakening of his 
better nature and his falling ym tove with his 
benefactress. The author’s manner of disposing 
of him in order to prevent his marriage to the 
girl is rather drastic, suicide, but it is in keep- 
ing with the nature of the Apache, and very 
likely quite natural. The play shows the deeper 
emotions of the Westerners, and although battle 
scenes are introduced, they are not relied upon 
to produce the dramatic effect of the ~roduction.

Francaise), Maurice Donnay, Paul Bourget, Hen- 
ri Lavedan, Emile Faguet, Jules Lemaitre, Ed- 
mond Rostand, Jean Richepin, Gabriel Faure, 
Massenet (of the Opera), Maurice Barres, the 
members of the institute, Rodin (the sculptor) 
= many others, including several cabinet mem- 
ers, 

The alms of the Theatre National Ambulant 
are praiseworthy enough. Americans can not 
appreciate theatrical conditions as they exist 
here. One would think that France being a 
small, compact country. all of Its 40,000. of 
people would have ample opportunity of seeing 
the best in the line of theatre offerings. The 
reverse is the truth. Few people outside of 
Paris see, save at rare intervals, any real 
acting. ‘Theatrically speaking, Paris is France. 
The citizens of Lyons, for example, a city of 
half a million people, bigger than Cleveland, 
or Cincinnati, or San Francisco, or New Or- 
leans, seldom see first-class acting in first-class 
plays, without coming to Paris. And if this be 
true of Lyons, how much more so it is of 
smaller places. So the rolling playhouse, with 
ite Parisian stars, is going to take the classics 
to the people, the people being unable to come 
to the classics. 

Moliere, Tolstoi, Racine, Corneille and other 
great men of other days will be shown by 
some of the best players in France. Modern 
authors will also be played. The Malade Imag- 
inaire, the Barbier de Seville, Anna Karenina, 
Gaites de l'Eacadron, La Vie Publique, Le 
Depit Amoureux and I’Hirondelle are some of 
the plays which are being presented. L’Hiron- 
delle, mentioned last, is not the play of Mme. 
Rejane’s repertoire. but is something new and 
of an entirely different order, dealing with the 
sinking of a submarine. It is also different, it 
is said (1 have not seen it) from The Submarine, 
which Olga Nethersole secured from the Grand 
Guignol Theatre here a few years back. 

From Paris the auto-theatre went to Versailles 
and from there to Lille. It is meeting every- 
where with Instantaneous success, as it should. 
The prices run from one to three francs (20 to 
60 cents), which, for this country, Is Iike 
giving seats away. It costs that much te see 
an ordinary motion picture show. 

The venture is capitalized at $160.000, there 
being 8,000 shares at $20 each. It is expected 
that the rolling theatre will pay for itself in 
short order and yield large dividends to stock- 
holders. For ecenery, properties, costumes, sal- 
aries, ete.. $47.000 a year is considered suffi- 
cient; for taxes, insurances, route expenses, stor- 
age during winter, etc.. $41,000 is to be added, 
the total expenses being calculated at $88,000 
a year. Counting 330 performances a year, with 
a paid attendance at $400 each performance, 
would make $132.000 income a year, to which 
conld be added $7.200 from programs, ushering 
and cloak-room privileges, etc. All said and 
done, a profit of $50,000 a year is expected.

By the way, there has just died in Adelaide 
the actor who claimed to be the plainest man 
on the stage—one Grattan Coughlan He once 
sald: ‘‘l was shown the photograph of an Amer 
ican actor who claimed to have the homeliest 
face on earth. I sent him my picture. He 
wrote back: ‘Mr. Coughlan. don’t hit. I give 
up without a struggle. But my face is my 
own; surely yours has been tampered with!’ ”’ 

I suppose there never has been a season in 
which so many American artists have been over 
this side as the present one, and a good many 
people have been asking me lately why. taking 
into account their abilities and home successes, 
they do not make more of a hit here. Of 
course, many of them do score heavily, but, as 
a matter of fact, the majority do not hit the 
mark as well as they should. And this, of 
course, is all the more remarkable, because 
Great Britain offers year by year an Iincreas- 
ingly large number of lucrative engagements, 
both in vaudeville and comedy, and English 
audiences—espite Marie Dressler and one or 
two others—are always well disposed towards 
American artists, provided, that is, that they 
don’t start off by cursing England and the 
English as soon as they get here. But, my 
own view is that the reason of the comparative 
failure of many artists from your side is that 
they have little knowledge, if any, of the 
ways of obtaining adequate publicity here, and 
they languish in the shade in consequence. After 
all, good publicity Is just as necessary and ifs 
just as highly a specialized business here as in 
America, and any artist who comes here thinking 
that he can dispense with it makes the mis- 
take of a lifetime. I know, of course, that we 
have a good many crooks in this line over 
here, who will just grab all they can get from 
the performer, guaranteeing the best publicity, 
and then just forgetting his existence; but, after 
all. these are in the minority. There are num- 
bers of good men here who do their work tho- 
roughly and honestly, and if any American art 
ist, coming to this side, wants to be put in 
touch with one of these, I should be only too 
glad to do anything in my power if they would 
communicate with me. But I am quite certain 
of this, that if more of those coming here 
would go to the pains of seeing they got ade- 
quate publicity, the percentage of real suc- 
cesses would be enormously increased.

EUCALYPTUS DISINFECTANT. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 7 (Special to The 
Rillboard).—Manager Jack Elliott of the Unique 
Theatre, the S. & C. house of this city, has 
patented a new style disinfecting apparatus in 
the shape of a eucalyptus disinfectant. It con- 
sists of a brass triangle bound with meshed 
wire and filled with eucalyptus into which are 
arranged several circular wicks. The whole 
arrangement is mounted in front of an electric 
fan, which drives the pleasant odors through the 
entire floor of the theatre, clearing the alr and 
killing all germs.
